It 
Georgia's ax-handle governor as heroic, King and other civil rights headers 
as "Communists". The film, described by protesting parents “ 
inflammable racial and political overtones", was selected ^d forced on stu- 
dents by Principal Dr. Robert Harris "to build up respect for authority .

Subject inteivieired by FBI on November lU, 1963j snd 
stated that he is a member of the Ku Klux Xlanj that 
during his travels throushout the country, his sources 
have told him that a nd-litant group of the National 
States Rights Party plans to assassinate the President 
and other high-level officials. Ke stated that he does 
not believe this is planned for the near future, but he 
does believe the attempt will be made. 



Subject vjas anrested on Scptcn.ber 30, 1963, in Piedras 
Hegras, Mexico, vfith t;;o other men for stealing three 
automobiles. Infor.oation develcpod by the FBI indicates 
that the subject ;ias attempting to make some sort of 
deal vjith them for his benefit in the criiriinal case 
now pending agair.st hii:i- ihcre was no information 
developed that viould indicate any danger to the President 
in the near future or during his trip to Texas. As of 
January' 27, 196U, subject was still incarcerated pending 
Fdderal court action*
